mean, "What system can the farmer 
practice in feeding tha raw products of 
his farm—grass, hay and grain—to cat- 
tle, to enable him to make the greatest 
possible profit?" The farmer who con- 
verts the product* of his farm, or a por- 
tion of them, into beef, is aa agricul- 
turmt .and muuufacturer—two separate 
industries. 
A taau can be one without 


being the other, but when the two are 
combined it will make both mote profit- 
able. The okl saying tbat "More grass 
mukos more bnef, and more beef makes 
more manure, and more manure makes 
more grass to make more beef," is true, 
and abould not ba lost sight of in manu- 
facturing beef. To mak« his land pro- 
duce the largest possible quantity of 
suitable raw material from which to 
make beef at the lowest possible cost, 
should ba his first object. 
Then be 


should know what kiml ol cattle ha 
must have to concert bis raw material 
into tue greatest n inaber of pounds of 
choic* beef, in toe shortest possible 
time. His aim should be to make bis 
Bgrieultuial products, produced on his 
own farm, pay him a large profit, if Bold 
nt the market price. He is th» pur- 
chaser of his own products, if he con- 
verts them into beef. As a producer he 
wauis the greutest quantity of tha kind 
and quality tbfit th» purchaser wants. 
As a buyer hn wants th» kind «ud qual- 
ity thai is tbe tno»t suitable for the pur- 
pose of making bsef; and as he is buy- 
ing for himself ba can afford to pay a 
good price for » good article. As • 
farmer, b» has produced the raw mate- 
rial suitabU for making beef. 
AB a 


manufacturer ha ba* bought this raw 
material for the purpose of manufactur- 
ing it into beef. 
What,, kind of cattle 


(machines) will couvort this raw mute- 
rial into choioe bu«f, and make the 
greatest possibl* profit? There ban been 
u wonderful improvecaant in farm ma- 
chinery iu the last twenty years. One 
man now oftu accomplish aa much as 
two.or tars* could then. Th»r« has 
also been a grenfc improvement in ma- 
chinuB for rnnnufacturiug be?f, and in 
knots ij^ h°w an(' w^en *° fee<* these 
machines with tbe raw materials to 
make the greatest profit. 


The fat stock knows in this country, 


and in Englntid, have demonstrated be- 
yond dispute two very important points. 
First, there is uo breed of cattle that are 
superior to the ShorthornH, for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing grass, buy and 
grain into beef. The second question 
settled by the fat stock shows is of still 
greater importance to the farmer who 
leeda for beef. It is this: Tbe time to 
make profit in feeding for beef is when 
tha animal (machine) is quits young. 
Every experiment that baa ever been 
made by individuals, or at tbe fat stock 
shows, proves that a calf will make flesh 
cheaper before it is six months old tUau 
it can after that age; and for the next 
BIX months cheaper than it can after it 
ia twelve mouths old; anil that the older 
it gets the more it costs to make a pound 
of beef. Farmers differ iu their opiu- 
ions about tho most profitable breed and 
age of cattle to feed for profit, but the 
greater portion of them preffir to raise 
their own calves, and most of them 
adopt wbat is culled tbe "roughing it" 
system—that ia, giving them to eut a* 
little as possible of anything tbat can 
be sold, until they ore about three years 
old, and then selling for what they oun 
get to men who |f<-ed corn through the 
Winter and graze them part of the next 
Summer and sell. And that is culled 
feeding cattle for profit. 


In our opinion, these same men, if 


they were to engage in any other kind 
of manufacturing, except flesh, 
_ would 


adopt a different system. 
Would any 


man who was going to engage in manu- 
facturing any class of goods, except 
fish, buy an old machine, when he could 
buy a new machine tbat would make 
from one to twa hundred per pent, more 
of the finished article than the old ma- 
chine would make, out of the same 
amount of raw material? Or would h* 
give his new machine only 
h»lf 
tht> 


amount of raw material it was capnblf- 
of making into the finished article, and 
at the time his machine could make the 
finished article from one to two hun- 
dred per cent, cheaper than it could the 
next two or three years? If the manu- 
facturer of any class of goods, except 
flesh, was to adopt that system, be 
would soon be closed onl by the sheriff. 
The farmer who wishes to convert the 
products of farm into beef must be gov- 
ernec' by the same principles that are 
adopted by the manufacturers of other 
manufactured products. Why should a 
farmer who wants to manufacture his 
grass, hay and grain iuto beef adopt a 
system that no sensible man would 
adopt in manufacturing any other ar- 


The next important thing to be con- 


sidered in feeding cattl« for profit is a 
suitable building 
for 
manufacturing 


beef. The principles to be considered 
in construction such a building are con- 
venience in feeding, watering, cleaning 
and the comfort of the animals (ma- 
chines). Convenience in feeding, wa- 
tering and 
cleaning 
saves 
labor. 


Labor in all kinds of manufacturing in- 
dustries is the principal item in the ex- 
pense account, and economy in labor is 
absolutely necessary to secure the great- 
est possible profit. Comfort of tbe cat- 
tle is of equal importance. It saves the 
raw material used to make beef. 
Take 


two steers that are equal in «very par- 
tioalar. Place one in » aUll wher» be 
•will be perlectlv comfortable aud eou- 
Hented, and the'othsr ia a stall where 
tie will be eitber too cold or too hot, or 
where he i« discontented and uncomfor- 
table from any other cause. The food 
ho will consume to sustain his live 
weight would, 11 fed to the other steer, 
be auffioient to sustain live weight and 
make a gain of two pounds per day. 


Tbe space allotted to this subject in 


the good National Stockman will not 
permit me to give ull of the details of 
the bent system that eun be adopted in 
feeding cattle for profit, knowing that 
what might be the best system for one 
rnau, in one loculity, on one kind of 
soil, might 
n*ot 
be the 
best sys- 


tem for another man, in a different lo- 
cality nnd ou a different soil. "We have 
only tried to point out the leading prin- 
ciples that are abaolnttly necessary to 
put 111 practice by all men in every lo- 
cality who t'eerl cattle for piofit. 


To the farmer who- raises calves for 


the purposes of converting grass, hay 
and grain into beef we would say, get 
good grade Shorthorn cows, with small 
bone, short on the leg, with broad, level 
backs, and good milkers. 
Their milk 


ing qualities are of very great impor- 
tance, for there is no food equal to milk 
to make cows grow. Breed them to a 
thoroughbred Shorthorn bull that has 
good beef points, and whose dam is a 
good milker. 
Have the cnlves to come 


early in tho Spring. Give the calves all 
the milk as soon as they can take it. 
Iiet thorn run with the cows, and they 
•will grow faster, be healthier nnd have 
better shape than they will if only al- 
lowed to suck morning and night. 
The 


bull calves should be castrated before 
they are two months old. During hot 
weather, in July and August, keep them 
in a cool barn, dark and well ventilated, 
during the day; r.nd let them run with 
cows nt night. Feed them twice during 
the day, ground corn and oats, two parts 
corn, one part oats; add to this one- 
third the amount of wheat bran, or ship- 
stuff. If the pasture begins to fail, con- 
tinue to feed until there is plenty of 
grasa. Aa soon as th» grass is injured 
by freezing weather, coinrntrace to feed 
them once par day, and as the weather 
gets colder feed twice daily. Keep them 
under shelter during stormy weather. 
Increase the food gradually as they get 
larger, and the grass and milk fail, and 
at seven months old wean them. Dur- 
ing Winter give them all the food they 
•will consume without waste. 
Have reg- 


ular hours to feed and water. Clean 
them once daily with a stiff brush. 
Do 


everything that is necessar;- to keep 
them growing, contented and happy, for 
cattle can be happy aa well as men. Do 
not be in a hurry to turn oil grass in 
the Spring, but wait until there ia plenty 
of grass. The calf ia now twelve months 
old, will weigh about 900 to 1,000 
pound*, and has cost about 2c to 2%c 
per pound. For the next five months 
gras*, il there is plenty of it, is all the 
food required. For the next two months 
feed ground corn, oats and bran, nnd 
good sweet clover or timothy hay, all it 
wil) eat without waste. It is now iibout 
nineteen months old, and will weigh 
about 1,300 pounds and have cost about 
2ytc per pound.' Now is the time to sell 
to make the greatest possible profit. 
In 


all our towns and cities there ia a good 
demand for choice young steers and 
heifers that weigh from 1,000 to 1,300 
pounds. Such cattle are sailing in the 
Cincinnati market ut 4J^c to 5c, and 
shipping cattle nt i'^o to 5%c pel- 
pound. To add 500 pounds to these 
young cattle would make them first-class 
bhippmg cattle; but it would cost more 
to put ou the 500 pounds than it did to 
make the first 1,300 pounds. 
The dif- 


ference in price would not make up the 
difference in cost. 
It is more profitable 


to make 1,300 pounds of beef, and sell at 
5c, than it is to mtike 500 pounds out of 
the same amount of grass, hay and grain 
and sell at 6c. Gra»» is the best and 
cheapest of all farm products to muke 
beef. By having tbe calves to come 
early in the Spring, and selling when 
nineteen tu twenty months old, we get 
two Summers' grazing and only one 
Winter1! feeding. It saves both labor 
and the bay and grain, which are expen- 
sive to produce. 
I have only named the principal farm 


products as food, but. thero are other 
products of the farm that can be profit- 
ably used. 
Corn fodder, if bright aud 


well taken care of, makes au excellent 
food. Turnips iu th« Winter can be 
profitably fed. Their principal value is 
in keeping the machines in good work- 
ing ordor. Straw, if bright and sweet, 
cau be fed occasionally aB a change. 
Do not give any damaged food. What 
little nutriine»t there might be in it is 
overbalanced by getting the digestive 
organ* out of a healthy condition. 


The farmer who feeds cattU for 


profit must use hi» eyes and brains, as 
well as bia njuscles. 
His braine will 


tell him that his calf ia a machine that 
will convert the products of the farm 
into beef, and that machine must be 
kept running night and day, Winter 
and Summer, or it will perish. His 
brains will tell him that it will be to his 
interest to see tbat the machine is kept 
in the best of order, and tbat it is sup- 
plied with the best materials for making 
the best quality of beet. Hi* brains will 
tell him the machine must not£>9 either 
over or under-fed; that if it only con- 
sumes food sufficient to sustain live 
weight, he gets nothing for that food, 
and that he has lost the profit on two 
pounds of beef per day. His eyes and 
brain will tell him what kind of a bnild.

They will tell him that his 
calves and yearlings do not all require 
the same amount of the raw material to 
make a pound of beef; and they will 
tell him • great many things, that the 
space allotted for this essay by the sen- 
sible editor of the National Stockman 
will not allow ace to name.

The quantities stated "are 
iu grains: Chloride of sodium (common 
salt), 2,945.15; sulphate of sodium, 
956.SO; r-avbon its of HOI! i, 2,OH.43; snl- 
phhte of pntMb, 35 74; SI)U"IIH ot pat- 
ash, 139.54; organic mutter, 10.84; total 
solids, 7,005.60; pure water, 2,994.60. 
It will be 8«eu from this analysis that 
the water in highly caustic. Applied to 
the skin it produces a severe smarting 
sensation, and the bodies of Indian* 
drowned in the lake, and which have 
remained in the water a short time, 
have been fonnd to hnve the flesh al- 
most entirely eaten away. Yet there 
are person* engaged in the criminal 
practioo of selling this watur to invalids 
under the pretense of having obtained 
it from spring possessing great medical 
virtOKS. 
The water is not fit for per- 


sons in robust health to drink, much 
less iavalidu.

The Sutro Tunnel Company are now 


employing a force of 25 men, principally 
engaged in making repairs. The com- 
pany is receiving a daily royalty of over 
$1,000 from the ore-producing mines of 
the Comstock which leaves a handsome 
margin for the share-holders. Negotia- 
tions are now in progress with Eastern 
capitalists for the lease of th« Brunswick 
lode, out in driving the tunnel at a depth 
of 1,300 below the surface. 
As stated 


in the Chronicle some timo ago, this 
vein is over 300 feet wide, extends from 
the surface to below the tunnel level, 
und contains low-grade gold-bearing 
quartz assaying from $10 per ton np to 
$30. Should the proposed arrangement 
bo consummated, the lessees will inau- 
gurate operations on a gigantic scale. 
Five 40-Btamp mills will be constructed 
between the month of the tunnel and 
the Carson river, to be propelled by the 
water pumped from the Comstock mines. 
On the bank of tbe river itself two 100- 
starup mills will be erected. This will 
Rive a crushing capacity of 1,200 tons 
daily. 
A trestle will be built from tbe 


mouth of the tunnel lending to the mills 
for the purpose of running out the ore, 
which will be dumped into self-feeding 
hoppers in the mills. The trestle will 
also be used to rest the fluma upon for 
conveying water from the tunnel to pro- 
pell the mills. In view of the above 
prospective improvements, real estates 
in Sntro are looking up again and prop- 
erty owners there are anticipating a time 
in the near future when the inflated 
prices of real estate and rents in the 
town during tha cutting of the dram in 
1879 will bs renewed.
